Ireland, and the Dominions thereunto belonging, according 
to the reſolution and defire of the faid Lords and Commons 
contained the ſaid D-claration. 

And thereupon their Majeſties were pleaſed, That the 
ſaid Lords Spuitual and Temporal, and Commons, being 
the two Houſes of Parliament, ſhould continue to fir, and 
with their Majeſties Royal Concurrence, make effeQtual Pro- 
viſion for the Sertlement of the Religion, Laws and Liber- 
ties of this Kingdom, fo that the ſame for the furure might 
not be in danger again of being ſubverted ; to which the 
ſaid Lords Spiritual and 'Temporal, and Commons did agree 
and proceed to att accordingly. h 

Now 1n purſuance of the Premiſſes, The faid Lords Spiri- 
tual and Temporal, and Commons in Parliament afſembled, 
for the ratifying, confirming and eſtabliſhing the ſaid De- 
claration, and the Articles, Clauſes, Matters and Things 
therein contained, by the force of a Law made in due form 


by 
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by Authority of Parliament, do pray that it may be declared 
and enaCted, That all and ſingular the Rights and Liber- 
ties aſſerted and claimed in the ſaid Declaration, are the 
true, ancient and indubitable Rights and Liberties of the 
People of this Kingdom, and ſo ſhall be eſteemed, allowed, 


| adjudged, deemed and taken to be ; and-that all and every 


the particulars aforeſaid, ſhall be firmly and ftrialy holden 
and obſerved, as they are expreſſed in the faid Declaration ; 
and all Officers and Miniſters whatſoever ſhall ſerve their 
Majeſties and their Succeſlors according to the ſame in all 
times to come. 

And the ſaid Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Coms 
mons, ſeriouſly conſidering how it hath pleaſed Almighty 
God, in his marvellous Providence, and merciful] Good- 
neſs to this Nation, to provide and preſerve their ſaid Ma- 
jeſties Royal Perſons moſt happily to Reign over us upon 
the Throne of their Anceſtors, for which they render un- 
to him from the bottom of rheir Hearts their humbleft 
Thanks and Praiſes, do truly, firmly, afluredly and in the 
ſincerity of their Hearts, think, and do hereby recognize, 
acknowledge and declare, That King James II. having ab- 
dicated the Government, and their Majeſties having ac- 
cepted the Crown and Royal Dignity, as aforeſaid, their 
ſaid Majeſties did become, were, are, and of Right ought 
to be, by the Laws of this Realm, our Sovereign Leige 
Lord and Lady, King and Queen of England, France and 
Ireland, and the Dominions thereunto belonging, in and 
to whoſe Princely Perſons, the Royal State, Crown and 
Digniry of the ſaid Realms, with all Honours, Stiles, 'Ti- 


| tles, Regalities, Prerogatives, Powers, Jurildiftions and Au- 


thorities to the fame belonging and appertaining, are moſt 
fully, rightfully and intirely inveſted and incorporated, 
united and annexed. | 

And for preventing all Queſtions and Diviſions in this 
Realm, by reaſon of any pretended Titles to the Crown, 
and for preſerving a certainty in the Succeſſion thereof, 
in and upon which the Unity, Peace, Tranquility and Safe- 
by of this Nation doth, under God, wholly conſiſt and 
depend, The faid Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, do beſeech their Majeſties, that it may be en- 
ated, eſtabliſhed and declared, That the Crown and 
Regal Government of the ſaid Kingdoms and Dominions, 
with all and ſingular the Premifles thereunto belongin 
and appertaining, ſhall be and continue to their ſaid Ma- 
jeſties, and the Survivor of them, during their Lives, and 
the Life of the Survivor of them ; and that . the entire, 


 perfeQt and full exerciſe of the Regal Power and Govern-

And whereas it hath been found.by Experience, That 
It 1s inconſiſtent with the ſafety and welfare of this Prote- 
ftant Kingdom, to be govezned by a Popiſh Prince, or 
by any King or Queen marrying a Papiſt, the ſaid Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons do farther pray 
that it may be enated, That all and every perſon and per- 
fons that 15, are or ſhall be reconciled to, or ſhall hold 
Communion with the See or Church of Rome, or ſhall 
profeſs the popiſh Religion, -or ſhall marry a Papiſt, ſhall 
be excluded, and be for ever uncapabR to inherit, poſ- 
ſeſs or enjoy the Crown and Government of this 
Realm, and Ireland, and the Dominions thereunto be- 
longing, or any part of the ſame, or to have, uſe or ex- 
. ercile any Regal Power, Authoriry or Juriſdiftion within 
the ſame; and in all and every ſuch Caſe or Caſes, the 
People of theſe Realms ſhall be, and are hereby abſolved 
of their Allegiance ; and the ſaid Crown and Govern- 
ment ſhall from time to time deſcend to, and be enjoy-

The Officer appointed to inſpet the ſeveral 
Works and Work-houſes for the ſaid Commodities, ſhall have 
free Ingreſs, Egreſs and Regreſs, where ſuch Works are in 
hand, and in the day time, ar ſcaſonable hours, tree liberty 
to ſearch, and if any Owner of ſuch Work: houſes or Ware- 
houſe, ſhall refuſe him Entrance, he-ſhall for every ſuch re- 
fuſal forfeit 5 /. one Moiety to the King, the other to him 
who ſhall Sue for the ſame. 

CCCLV. No Maker or Burner of Tobacco Pipes ſhall 
at any time Burn or Bake new Pipes and old Pives in the 
ſame Kiln, Oven, or Place of Burning, under -tue Penalty 
hereafter mentioned. | 

CCCLVI. It any Maker, Burner or Nealer of Glaſs- 
Wares, Earthen- Wares, or Tobacco-pipes, ſhall ſet up or 
uſe any Kiln, Por, Oven, or Furnace, without giving No- 
tice, as aforeſaid, or ſhall Burn new and old Pipes together, 
or endeavour to defraud the King of any Duties by this AQ 
payable, by not making true Entries, by removing his 
Wares without a . Warrant from the Oficer, or by hiding or 
concealing any of the ſaid Commodiries, for every ſuch Of- 
fence he ſhall torfeit to the King the Sum of 2o /. and all the 
Goods ſo removed, concealed, or endeavoured to be concealed, 
ſhall be ſeized and forfeited, one half to the uſe of the 
King, the other to the Officer who ſhall ſeize or ſue for the 
ſame.

CCCLIX. If any of the ſaid Manufaftures made here, 
ſhall be Exported beyond the Seas for Sale, upon Security 
firſt given, that the Goods are Shipr, and ſhall not be re- 
landed in England, Wales, or Berwick, and Oath that the 
Duties firſt de for the ſame were duly paid, - the ſaid Duties 
ſhall be repaid, or ſo much diſcharged, if Security was given 
for the ſame. 

CCCLX. Nothing in this At ſhall extend to Tax Bricks

CCCLXI. The Commiſſioners, and Receivers General, 
who ſhall have the Receipt of the ſaid Duties, (ball from time 
to time keep true Accounts of the ſame, to whith Accounts 
all perſons concerned ſhall have free Acceſs without Fee; and 
the ſaid Commiſhoners and Receivers General for the time 
being, ſhall after rhe ſaid 17th of May, on every Wedneſdny 

Weekly, if it be not an Holycay, pay the Moneys arifing by

XX. All which Forſeitures ſhall be recovered by' him who 
ſhall Sue for the ſame, in any Court of Record at M:ſiminſter, 
where no Efſoign, ©. ſhall be allowed, nor more than one 
Imparlance. | 

XXl. Execution for the Informer may be had againſt 
two or more of the ſaid Inhabitants, and atter ſuch Exe- 
cution, the Juſtices of Peace (upon Complaint of the Party or 
Parties ſo charged) may, at their Quarter SeiTons, Aſeſs and 
Tax ratably and proportionably all the Towns, Pariſhes and 
Hamlets in the ſaid Hundred or Place, in the ſame manner and 
form as a Hundred ought to be charged in caſe ot Robbery by 
the Stat.
